Luther Ely Smith Says He at; 


*.‘st Opposed Plan as Be- 
ing Undemocratic. 


The Executive Committee of the Pag- 
eant and Masque of St. Louis an- 
nounced Thursday that one-half the 
seats for all the performances, May 2%- 
31, will be reserved at prices ranging 
from 25 cents to $1.50; and that the oth- 
er one-half, about 21,000 seats, would be 
free to the first comers. The dividing 
line will be the center aisle, so that 
the reserved seats and the free seats 
will be equally near to the stage. 

Announcement of this arrangement 
had been withheld by the committee, 
and several times in the past two weeks 
members declined to make statements 
for publication about the plan for re- 
served seats. It was understood that 
some of the committee feared such an 
announcement might check the income 
from contributions. 

Luther Ely Smith, 
executive committee said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday that, ever 
were all the money needed for the Pas- 
eant now on hand (which it is not 
by some $40,000), some plan of rescrving 
seats would have to be adopted. Many 
who intend to take their families, and 
who wish to be sure of having a place, 
would not go to the Pageant without 
some assurance that they would get 
seats, he said. 
Room for More Seats. 

Smith expressed the opinion that there 
need be no fear that any part of the 
public would be turned away. The 71,000 
free seats, he said, do not represent 
one-half the free space that will be with 
within seeing and hearing distance of 
the big stage. The seats are not a 
raised grand stand, but are chairs and 
_ benches placed on the grass, so that 
they will not obstruct the view of per- 
sons in the rear and at the sides. Those 
who carry camp stools, he said, will be 
sure of seats if they arrive after the 
‘benches and chairs have been filled, 
"“@nd those without ‘campstools catrtineé- 
comfortable seats on the grass. This 
standing room or camp stool space, how- 
ever, is back of the great area con- 
taining the 42,000 seats and far from the 
stage. 

When asked whether the reserving of 
seats might not impair the democratic 
and “get-together” spirit of the Pageant, 
which has been emphasized by the ma‘- 
agement hitherto, Smith replied: 

“As a matter of democracy, I was at 
first in favor of making all seats, free, 
but other members of the committesc 
convinced me that such a plan would 
not be feasible, and that, apart from 
the question of revenue, there would 
have to be a reasonable number of re- 
served seats. I think the committee has 
reached the best possible solution of the 
question. * 

Seat Revenue Estimated at $20,000, 

“The stage, seats, dressing tents, 
ticket offices and other temporary build- 
ings in the park, made necessary by 
the Pageant, will cost about $35,000, and 
the cost of restoration of the park is 
estimated at $3000. The revenue from 
the sale of seats probably will not grea‘- 
ly exceed $20,000."’ 

The seat sale, it was announced, 
will begin next Monday at the regis- 
tration headquarters, 618 Olive 
Olive street. Mail orders will be 
filled in order of receipt. There 
will be 7500 seats at 25 cents each, 
7600 at 60 cents each, 3000 at $1 and 
300) )«Cat) «($1.60, with boxes, seating 
six, at $15 each. A number of res- 
ervations have been made for visit- 
ing Mayors and other official) en- 
voys. Seats are also to be reserved 
for many of the performers and musi- 
cians in the Pageant, who are, so far 
as possible, to have one night off, out 
of the four, to see the show. 

In case of rain, it was announced, 
holders of seat tickets will be per- 
mitted to exchange them for seats 
at a later performance. Should rain

He outlined the method by whica, 
with the aid of Charles 8S. Mellen, 
then president of the New Haven, 
and a loan from the New England 
Navigation Co., a New Haven sub- 
Sidiary, he took over the stock of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, owned 
by the New Haven, which the Mas- 
sachusetts ccurts decided the New 
Haven could not hold. 

After holding the stock a year, Bil- 
lard said, he resold it to the Boston 
Railroad Hoiding Co., another New 
Haven subsidiary, at a profit of $25 
a share. In payment he took $16,- 
250,000 in notes of the New England 
Investment and Security Co., a New 
Haven concern, and the Billard com- 
pany was formed to handle this 
transaction. 

Says He Risked Entire Fortune. 

Billard put $2,000,000 in the Billard 
company, he said, and sold to it the 
New England Investinent Co. notes, re- 
ceiving back the $2,000,000 cash and $14,- 
250,000 in Billard company notes in Ppay- 
ment. These Billard notes, in accord- 
ance with an arrangement with Mellen, 
he said, were bought by the New En- 
gland Navigation Co. 

“In the purchase of the 
Maine stock,’’ Billard said, “I risked my 
whole fortune. ‘“‘At one time the Boston 
& Maine shares had fallen in the market 
so that my purchase showed meé a loss 
of over a million dollars. I bought the 
PStOCR*at~about market’ price, and sold 
it back at a profit of $25 a share on my 
original purchase of 109,948 shares.” 

Billard said he had paid $13,738,500 for 
the stock, receiving a profit of $2,748,750 
on the deal. He said he had borrowed 
$11,000,000 from the National City Bank 
of New York. 

“I was not at that time a director of 
the New Haven Railroad Co.” he con- 
tinued, “and both in the purchase and 
resale of this stock the negotiations 
between me and the railroad company 
were absolutely free from any secret 
Srrangement or understanding. 

“I agreed, in view of the profit I 
was making, to take over $16,000,000 
of gold notes of the New England 
Investment and Security Co., which 
controlled street railways in Worces- 
ter and Springfield. These notes bore 
low rates of interest. These were tv 
be guaranteed by the New Haven 
Railroad Co., but as to the validity 
of this guarantee I think there was 
some doubt. These notes turned out 
to be less than I expected.” 

Breaks Even on Another Deal. 

One of the Billard Co.’s later dea}- 
ings with the "New Haven Billard 
described as follows: 

“The New England Navigation Co. 
held a block of New Haven shares 
which President Mellen desired ty 
sell. In order to have them listed on 
the Stock Exchange they had to be 
sold to an outsider. President Mellen 
suggested that the Billard Co. buy 
these shares, and endeavor to work 
them off, meanwhile maintaining the 
market price for the purpose by buy- 
ing small blocks of shares when 
necessary to relieve the market from 
pressure. 

“It was arranged that the Billard 
company should give its notes for the 
purchase price of the shares and take 
title to them, and when the transac- 
tion was concluded the Billard com- 
pany was to account, suffering no loss, 
and making no profi, except a fair 
commission. It turned out that the 
market was a falling one, and the 
shares were not sold. 

“In accordance with the verbal agree- 


ment, the shares were turned back upon 
an accounting, so that the Billard com- 
pany neither lost nor made a dollar by 
the transaction.”’

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CITY MAN TACKLES. 
RUNNING A FARM 
JURY RECALLS Hi 


Salesman Who Tried to Culti- 
vate a Doctor’s 60 Acres 
Forced to Give It, Up. 


Know all city farmers by these pres- 
ents that it takes more than a hoe in 
one hand and a book in the other to 
“make good’’ down on the farm. Harry 


B. Russell of St. Louis tried it and 
it is now recorded in two courts that 
the thing can’t be done, even if there 
has been a preliminary garden-patch 
course. 

A jury of 11 town farmers and one 
real farmer in the Belleville Circuit 
Court, decided, Wednesday, that Rus- 
sell was not a real tiller of the soil, 
and had no right to stay any longer on 
the farm where he has toiled for two 
years. A Justice of the Peace pre- 
viously had held to the same effect. 
Russell accordingly must surrender the 
farm to the owner. 

Was a Printing Salesman. 

Two years ago, Russell was living at 
Maplewood, where he cultivated the soll. 
of his back yard in the cool of the even- | 
ing after toiling the day as printing 
house salesman, and talked crops across 
fences with neighboring back-yard farm- 
ers, who agreed with him that what 
the country needed was up-to-date 
methods on the farm. 

Dr. U. G. Thompson of East St. 
Louis advertised for a practical farmer 
and Russell answered. Thompson want- 
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near New Athens, Til. Russell convinced 
him he was the farmer for that farm, 
and a contract was entered into, Russell 
to pay $0 a year and one-third of the 
crops. 

Russell moved his wife and son to 
the farm. He worked in the city five 
days a week and spent Saturday and 
Sunday at the farm. Last year, Thomp- 
son was dissatisfied with the crop. He 
had lived on a farm until he was 5 
years old, and he had been a faithful 
reader of bulletins of the Agricultural 
Department and of the University of Il- 
linois. and he thought he knew what a 
60-acre farm ought to produce. 

Plow “Shipped” in Spots. 

He went down to the farm and found 
that it was not being farmed in a 
farmer-like manner. For one thing, as 
he told the jury, there was a 2-acre 
field which had been plowed for wheat 
and in many places the plow had 
“skipped.’’ Accordingly, the crop was 
poor. He admitted, on cross-examina- 
tion, that it was not the finest soil in 
the world, but he thought that it would 
produce good wheat if properly culti- 
vated. Harry Russell Jr., who plowed 
the field, testified it was gumbo which 
was too wet to plow in wet weather 
and too dry to plow in dry weather and 
it had taken him two months to do 


the job. 

Thompson also found fault with the 
condition of the orchard and told Mrs. 
Russell to have fertilizer placed about 
the roots of the trees. But Mrs. Russel: 
had read in a book that if fertilizer was 
so placed insects would destroy the 
roots. 

Pots Her Trust in Books. 

She thought the man who wrote, the 
book knew more about it than Thomp- 
son and she told the jury that in mY 
opinion she had saved the trees by 
carrying out Thompson's instructions. 

Thompson sued in Justice Wangelin’s 
court at Belleville for possession of the 
farm. Wangelin thought he ought to} 
have it and ordered Russel] to move off. 
Russell appealed to the Circuit Court.

jLeader of Forces Opposed to 


Repealing Exemption Says 
Convention IsNullified. 


WASHINGTON, May 7. — Senator 
O’Gorman of New York, chairman of 
the Interocéanic Canals Committee and 
leader of the forces opposed to the re- 
peal , 6f the toll exemption clause of 
the Panama Canal act, gave the Sen- 
ate today the legal, economic and po- 
litical reasons for his opposition. 

“I know there is a vague suspicion 
that diplomatic reasons require this na- 
tional debdsement, but my judgment, 
maturely formed and based upon such 
information ds is available, is that the 
gravity of our tinternational relations 
has been grossly, though unconsciously, 
exaggerated. The American people want 
peace, but they fear no power on earth. 

“No Senator questions the patriotism 
and high purposes of the President, but 
if legislation is to be made dependent 
upon his will alone, no one can predict 
the mischief to which such a precedent 
will expose this Government in future 
years. I believe that the passage of this 
bill compromises the dignity and honor 
of the country, and before the deed is 
consumniated, I enter my solemn protest 
against what I conceive to be a be- 
.vayal of the American people.” 

“First Stage of Great Contest.” 

“This question of tolls,’’ said the Sen- 
ator, “is but an incident in a great 
contest now in its initial stage, which 
May determne ‘the control of the Pan- 
ama Canal for all time. The construc- 
tion of the canal will rank among the 
world’s wonders, but the opinion of 
inankind will pronounce the surrender of 
our sovereignty over it a colossal blun- 
der and a triumph of British diplomacy. 

Holds Treaty Is Inapplicablie. 

Senator O’Gorman further sought to 
show that exemption of American coast- 
wise vessels is a wise economic policy; 
that if such vessels fall within. the 
terms of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
exemption does not constitute a viola- 
tion thereof and that the canal has been 
constructed on territory over which the 
United States is sovereign, while the 
canal contemplated in the treaty was to 
be built on alien soil, and therefore the 
treaty is inapplicable. 

“Exempting coastwise craft from 
the payment of tolls,” he continued, 
“will reduce the cost of shipping 
through the canal to a. minimum, and 
thereby compel competing roads in 
the United States and Canada to re- 
duce their rates to a competitive 
basis. The more expensive you make 
water transportation the greater 
latitude you extend to the railroads 
in the fixing of their rates. Place a 
toll on the domestic shipping and for 
every dollar you collect by way of 
toll you enable the rallroads to make 
a corresponding increase in _ their 
rates. It was hoped by some “that 
the exemption to the coastwise trade 
might be followed in the near future 
by a like exemption to the few 
American ships now engaged in the 
foreign trade, but deny this privi- 
lege to the coastwise vessels now 
and you make it forever impossible 
to confer it upon the ships engaged 
in overseas trade. 

“I know it is said that free tolls 
will simply enrich the shipowner and 
confer no benefit on the producer and 
consumer. Well, if free tolls will 
not decrease the cost to the consum- 
er, imposing tolls on the other can- 
als of the country will not increas? 
the cost to the consumer. I suppose 
you will make your system uniform. 
Perhaps this is part of a program to 
impose tolls on the shipping of the 
other canals of the country.” 

“Treaty No Longer Binding.” 

The Senator ‘argued that it was a 
well-Known principle of interna- 
tional law that conditions in any 
international agreement ceased to be 


obligatory when the state of facts 
on which they were founded had 
ceased to exist or had been changed. 
He pointed out that when the Unit- 
ed States became the sovereign of} 
the Panama Canal Zone and it be- 
came* United States territory, - the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty no longer 
bound the United States. , 

To back up this contention, the 
Senator showed that England forti- 
fied the Suez Canal after Egypt be- 
came British territory, and _ that 
when the great Powers hich were 

rties to the convention undéer 
which that canal was constructed, 
raised objection, the British Govern- 
ment relied upon this same principle 
of international law. He said that 
since Great Britain had recognized 
the American right to fortify the 
canal, forbidden in the treaty, it 
had recognized a changed condition 
which made the entire treaty inop- 
erative, 

“The treaty,’’ said he, “must stand 
or fall as a whole. Under the doctrine 
recognized by the British Government 
the treaty is inoperative as to the newly 

uired territory of the United States,

It was significant of the better spirit and more 
enlightened understanding of St. Louisans that

in the new charter. 

This was only a step in the task of adopting 
the charter. It was a desirable step because its 
object was the unifying of St. Louisans on the 
essential thing for future progress. The first 
thing to try was the harmonizing of the Free- 
holders. The next thing, regardless of the Free- 
holders, is to harmonize the voters and arouse 
them to united favorable action. 

The new charter is a great improvement on 
the old charter. In all but one particular—the 
legislative body, and that is better than the 
present General Assembly—it supplies the foun- 
dation for a modern, efficient,. progressive city 
government. It confers powers on the city for 
the control of public utilities and the putting 
through of public work, which St. Louis lacks, 
and the lack of which has blocked progress. 

There are several points in which it falls short 
of the ideal. There is manifest room for im- 
provement, but it offers the powers essential to 
the accomplishment of ends necessary to the 
realization of the city beautiful, healthful and 
enjoyable of our dreams. It provides a form of 
government which promises greater efficiency 
and economy of administration. 

These things St. Louis must have to go for- 
ward. We have the opportunity to get them. 
How shall we grasp it? 

The outcome depends upon the people of St. 
Louls. We cannot depend upon the politicians 
to pass the charter. Some of them, some of

The Post-Dispatch notes with amazement and 
profound regret the announcement of the sale of 
boxes and reserved seats for the Pageant and 
Masque. 

The setting aside of one-half of the seating 
capacity of the open-air auditorium in Forest 
Park and of a semi-circle of boxes immediately 
in front of the stage for reservation by those 
who are able to pay regular theater prices for 
seats and fancy prices for boxes, is a grave 
blunder. It is contrary to the spirit of the event 
and violates the fundamental principle upon 
which it was organized and an appeal made to the 
people of St. Louis without distinction of class or 
condition to co-operate in assuring its produc- 
tion and success. It defeats the essential object 
of the project, which was to bring the people of 
all sections and conditions together in producing, 
supporting and enjoying a great poetic drama 
of St. Louis’ history and achievements. Having 
joined together to produce and contribute to the 
dramatic spectacle the people of St. Louis are 
told that they must enjoy it separately—the rich 
on one side in reserved seats, and the poor on the 
other side, in free seats. The line of demarca- 
tion is the distinction of class und wealth fatal 
to the spirit of civic equality and free enjoyment. 

If the charge for seats is a necessity, the fact 
emphasizes the blunder of the managers who 
undertook the project without counting the cost 
and available resources to carry it out in its an- 
nounced spirit. If the managers intended to 
charge for boxes and reserved seats in the be- 
ginning the concealment of this purpose while 
money was being collected for a municipal fete 
which the public expected to be free, was a graver 
fault. It smacks of deception. 

“Let us work together and play together” is 
the slogan of the Pageant. The people have 
worked together, but they must play apart. In 
front will be the diamond horseshoe of high-priced 
boxes for the favored few. On one side the re- 
served seats of the rich. On the other side and 
in the far rear the grab-who-can seats of the 
rabble—largess for the patronized poor. 

And this in a public park, belonging to all the 
people—the irony of it! 
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CONSISTENCY AND CANAL TOLLS. 
Better resolve a contradiction in favor of hon- 
esty than in favor of dishonesty. The Demo- 
cratic party honestly declared against all sub- 
sidies at Baltimore. Then it dishonestly declared, 
by way of a joker, in favor of what amounted to 
subsidies to coastwise vessels, exempting them 
from Panama tolls.

OOLS may be divided into two 
classes, the ancient and modern.
